LO N D O N , Oct. 29.— Convinced that 
Germ any is preparing for a supreme 
effort against the French and British 
allies, additional British warships are 
being rushed today to the northern 
French ports involved, to aid the allies 
in resisting the attack that is expect­ 
ed there. 
There are many 
indica­ 
tions that today’s lull in the fighting 
zone in the northwest, especially along 
the Nleuport and Dixmude line is only 
a calm before such a storm as has 
never burst before in the history of 
warfare.

marines and light torpedo boats

the canal between Bruges and

brugge. 
It is reported that they are

London)* Oct. 29.— Holland is feel­ 
ing the pressure and horrors of 
the war almost as much as if she 
were engaged in it, 800,000 B e l­ 
gians refugeelng there. The report 
that the Germans 
are 
massing 
large numbers of troops on the 
eastern border is causing uneasi­ 
ness throughout Holland. 
A Dutch army of more than 300,- 
000 trained men is scattered at 
strategic points along the Belgian 
and German borders. Roosendaal 
is the principal troop center, aB it 
is the only railw ay gate to B e l­ 
gium that is now open. Hundreds 
of m ilitary automobiles leave here 
daily with messages and supplies 
for t,he border troops. 
The mouth of the river Scheldt 
and all of the canals are heavily 
guarded.

He is precocious, nervous, delinquent 
and unable to adapt himself to the 
conventional things of life; is 
born 
short in some things, long in others, 
and does not average up. Som etim es 
a child is born short in m athem atics. 
He has attainm ents but cannot reach 
them although he tries to do so. 
He 
is handicapped, particularly in school, 
also in life. 
Some people are born left-handed, 
some 
color-blind, 
some 
music-deaf, 
some are no spellers, and lots of peo­ 
ple are born short 
that 
nothing is 
said 
about. 
These 
things 
should 
not be taken too seriously. 
It is not 
true th a t every person should take a 
certain am ount of m athem atics to be 
educated. 
Those who want to be en-1 
gineers, architects the 
navy, 
should j 
be m athem aticians, but 
even 
then j 
these succeed in business without. It j 
is harm ful to the misfit child to make j 
him study some thing 
not 
in 
bis 
make-up. 
It will cause a great cloud j 
of doubt 
and 
discouragem ent ever I 
the boy’s or girl’s life, and spoils the , 
spiritual growth. 
The dull boy or girl is many tim es 
confused w ith the misfit child. 
The 
dull boy is not concerned, not sensi­ 
tive, not nervous; does not go up in 
anything he does not care about 
in 
education, art, music or m athem atics. 
Spelling does not concern 
him. 
Ho 
seldom goes beyond the fifth or sixth 
grade, where ne has reached his edu­ 
cational level. 
The best thing to do 
is to take him from school and let 
him work. 
He will succeed in work 
he likes to do. 
Some people cannot 
be educated. 
It is no use to try to 
upset 
N ature’s 
plan. 
Parents 
and 
teachers should encourage all kinds of 
work. 
The college girls are not pre­ 
pared for dom estic work. 
’Then there is the mentally defec­ 
tive child who should not be dealt 
with as a misfit child or dull 
cnild 
when we deal with this class. 
Of the 
20,000,000 school children in the U nit­ 
ed States from I to 3 per cent of them 
are m entally defective. They do fair­ 
ly well in lower grades 
but 
finally 
elim inate 
them selves 
from 
school. 
The school has not done its duty in 
recognizing these deficient 
children, 
and is not giving them a fair show. 
Normals have not taught teachers to 
recognize th at state of need. Liquor 
is largely responsible for many m is­ 
fit, dull and defective children. 
The 
whole thing is summed up in eugen­ 
ics, “H ave 'better children.”
